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The Falls of Tummel are situated on the River Tummel, 
a short distance from its confluence with the River Garry. 
Though of no great height—only about 15 feet—the water 
descends with considerable effect over the rough bed of the 
stream, the charm of the scene being greatly enhanced by 
the surroundings of birch, bracken and luxuriant wood¬ 
lands, with their background of rugged and iprecipitous
